volunteer uniform of 1861, members of 
the state militia in gorgeous array, and 
M-Couftxierates decked with badges of 
the various camps to which they belong, 
hastened hither and thither or gathered 
in groups to talk over tho changed con- 
ditions since that spring day in 1865 
"when Apponiatox ended forever the con- 
tentions of the north and the south.

with the national colors and a rapid run 
noon deposited the distinguished veteran!

General Hampton's Ortttioa. 


After an anthem by a double quartet 


the orator of the day, General Wade 
Hampton, was introduced and spoke as 
follows: 


The scene presented here is one that 


could not be witnessed in any country but 
our own, and for this reason, if for no 
other, it presents a significance worthy of 
th« gravest consideration. 
A few years 
ago brav« men from th« north and from 
th« south stood facing each other in hos- 
tile array, and the best bloorl of the coun- 
try was poured out like water on many a 
battlefield. Thousands, hundreds; of thou- 
sands, of om- bravest men sleep in blood v 
graves; men who gave their lives to prove 
the faith of their convictions; aud now, 
north and south, standing by thene graven 
wherever they may be. grasp hand!; across 
the bloody chasm, aun proudly claim fert- 
«ral and Confederate soldiers as Ameri- 
can*, men who have tfm'ii to the world 
u noble examples of courage and devotion 
to duty as can lie enrolled ou the page of 
history. Nor i* this all that marks this 
occasion as exceptional and remarkable, 
and which should render it memoniMe iu 
our antiftln for all time to come. 


No monument in the world ha* Mich an 


honorable history as attaches to yonder 
one. 
That marks the graven of no victor- 


ions Holrhprs, but of the followers of a lout 
canie. it slnnilH not, on Hontln-rn «oil, but 
on northirn; tho men who rost. under its 
shallow come from our faroft* southland, 
and it owes ita erection not to the com- 
radm of tho«e <i«*d ooidifir*, butmainlv to 
Jh« Ktntromty and mugnimimity of Ihnir 
fonntir fops, th«<!iti»naof tbUcity.

You could not respect us were we to 
Fe«l otherwise. Death places its wal on 
the actions ot men and it ia after death 
that »e "measure men,'" 


We of tbe south-measure our dead com- 
rades buried l>y the standard applied to 
men after death, and you of Chicago hava 
measured them by the same standard, the 
only standard by which we can measure 
men, 
and by applying this you have shown 
that you have come to the highest stand- 
ard vouchsafed to inec, aud on this north 
and south can stand, with honor alike to 
both sections. 


Are any federal s^lr'atf! disloyal to tb« 
flag under which ih* fought because 
they join in decorating the graves o( 
brave men whom they met in battle? 
Tboui.au Is of federal soldiers rest under 
southern skies, in southern graves, many 
in unknown graves. And when, ou Me- 
morial day in the south, the craves of 
our dead "are decorate'!, grayheadcd Con- 
federate veteraus. and noble, devoted 
women strew flowers over the grave* of 
the federal soldiers. 
If the humane, generous action of the 
people of this city in doin^ honor to the 
memory of then- old antagonists is de- 
nounced as desecration, it would seem to 
follow that the decoration of 
federal 
graves by •'rebel" hands should be opened 
to the same criticism, hut no denunciation 
of southern people for daring to honor the 
memory of men who were once their ene- 
mies has met my eyes. 
Such narrow and bigotted feelings as 


would prompt a discordant note on occa- 
sions of this sort are rarely found among 
true men and Jjrave soldiers, aud 1 have 
often thouf*uTuiat if the two jrreat cap- 
tains who were enaaped in that death 
grapple in Virginia had been left to settle 
the terms of peace, each supported by his 
faithful followers, .the country would 
have had a peace, indeed one honorable 
alike to victor and vanquished, and which 
would have prevented the evil* brought 
about by the politician!*, 
As it is. the south recoenttesand honors 


the mufrnanimity of General Grant to- 
ward our great chief, General I.*e, and 
deplores as unmitigated misfortune the 
assassination of Lincoln. 1 repeat em- 
phatically that the untimely death of. 
President Lincoln was regarded by all 
thoughtful men of the south as one of tbe 
most serious evils \vhiuh hud befallen our 
nection, and 1 venture to say that, my 
aoutberu associates here present will sus- 
tain my assertion 
The vexed questions which bave dis- 


turbed the country since the foundation 
of the Rovernment are settled and refer- 
ence to them is made only to show how 
natural the conrse of the south was, edu- 
cated as tbe people there were in tbe 
•chool of fat rict state rights. Every south- 
ern man felt that a call made upon him 
by tbe state was an imperftte command, 
»nd that bis duty was to obey without 
hesitation and at all hazards. 
When the 
north called on its citizens to rail} to the 
flag, they, too, responded to tbe summons 
from a sense of dutv. as did the people of 
the south to the call made to them. 
The state allegiance aud state pride in 
each case was tbe moving cause which ar- 
rayed millions of men in arms in this 
countrv, and whil« tbe war that brought 
them out caused untold misery to tbe 
country, it has taught a lesson to the ua 
tions of the earth that America in arms 
can d«"fv the world. 
It seems to me, too, that it should incul- 
cate another lesson to us, and that is, that 
the time has come when the actors in that 
fearful fratricidal strife and those tjieu 
whom they represented, should judge 
their former opponents as they should 
themselves be judged. 
This can be done without the sacrifice 
of principle of either side, as the example 
of our mother country has shown us. 
York and Lancaster, Caviller and Round- 
lead, no longer wage war on each other: 
nil are Englishmen, proud of their coun- 
;ry, and tfie red rose and the whit* are 
emblems of peace and of the glory of old 
England. Can we not all be proud of the 


•ocvess of the American soldier f 
Another vocal selection followed and 


Major Henry T. Stantonof Kentncky 
recited the memorial ode. He was fol- 
lowed by Rev. Samuel Fallows, LL.D., 
bishop of the Reformed Episcopal church 
and late major general United States 
volunteers, who eloquently voiced the 
blessings of peace. 
Then followed the most impressive 


portion of the ceremonies, that of "inon- 
ainentinjt the guns " 
The four cannons used in the cere- 


mony formed part of a federal battery 
during the war. They were captured 
from the Union forces in the battle of 
Murfreesboro and afterward fought on 
the Confederate side in the battles of 
Missionary Ridge. Rjfisaca, Dalton, Ken- 
esHW Mountain, Peachtree Croek, At- 
lanta and Franklin. They were rccap- 
tnred by the federals at the battle of 
Nashville, and did service for the Union 
side during the remainder of the war. 


The display of flowers on the graves 


of the Confederate and federal dead 
was very impressive and will long be re- 
membered. Several carloads were sent 
from the south. 
At night there was a military ball and 


reception at First regiment armory and 
a reception at the Palmer House. 


The monument stands 40 feet from 


the ground to tho top of tho figure which 
•nrmonntsit. Tho pedestal " of poarl 
granite from quarries at Constitution 
hill n«*r. Atlanta. 
On the front of one 


ot thwtii, cnt in raised and polished let- 
tors, »r» th« words "Confederate Dond." 
Upon the north f»» is this inscription: 
••Erected to tlie memory of th« 
Southern Soldiers Her* Buried, 
Died .in Camp DoaRl»« P"*0" >« " 
Confederate TVad." 
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, O., May 31.—Many peo 


fie there are who well remember tbe ter- 
rible railroad disaster at this place, 
cansed by the falling of the Lake Shore 
and Michigau Southern bridge, precipi- 
tating the Atlantic express with iU en- 
tire load of passenger* into the river 70 
feet below. This occurred Dec. 38, 1876, 
during one of the worst storms this lo- 
cality has ever seen. 
Ninety-two lives 


went down to eternity on that awful 
night, and *4 more were injured, ninny j 
of them crippled for life. Many of ttts 
victims were bnrned and charred beyond 
recognition, and P. P. Bliss, the noted 
Hngei, and his wife were among these. 
What remained of the bodies of these 
unfortunates. 21 in number, was interred 
in Chestnut Grove cemetery at Asbta- 
bnla. 


For more than 18 years these graves 


have been marked only by wooden 
stakes 
Yesterday there was unveiled 


an imposing monument erected to the 
memory of these unfortunates. 


.The project originated two years ago 


with W. T. McCreary of Ashtabnla, 
who suggested It to Unity Lodge No. 
133, Knights of Pythias, and proposed 
that the lodge raise the necessary funds. 
The lodge thought favorably of it and a 
committee was appointed, of which 
Mr. McCreary was made secretary, tf 
take the matter in charge. Contribu- 
tions were invited from outside. An ef- 
fort to make a Knights of Pythias project 
of it failed and jrsmlted ia the tempo- 
rary suspension of Unity lodge and the 
pereous interested prosecuted tbe plan as 
individuals. President Newell of the 
Lake Shore road also 
approved the 


project, and it was finally curried to a 
successful conc'usion. 


The monument is a noble shaft of 


Vermont granite and towers above the 
trees in Chestnut Grove cemetery, a 
credit to all concerned aud a source of 
no little pride to the citizens of Ashta- 
bnla and the committee. The monu- 
ment is an obelisk in sty^i aud rises to a 
heigat of 38 feet above a base 8 feet 
square. 


The unveiling ceremonies took place 


in conjunction with the decoration exer- 
cises which were uiost complete. Mr. 
Harry A. G- vrfield and Hon. J. H. Hoyt 
of Cleveland made the addressee. 


A feature of the occasion was the re- 


union of the 49 survivors of the disaster. 


The old engine, "Columbia," now No. 


880, which went down with the train 
was exhibited at the cemetery through 
the kindness of President Caldwell of 
the Lake Shore company. The latter, it 
fchould be said, ou his accession to office, 
at once made a liberal donation to the 
monument fund.

and small unfairnesses go long as cue 
result is good. They are much harder 
in their judgments, or fickle in their 
households, narrower in their preju- 
dices, than meu who have seen the 
world aud lc:irued to respect others' lib- 
erty and others' individuality as much 
as their own. A keen sense of hone.-ty 
will certainly strengthen and beautify 
women's character aud probably make 
them easier to live with. Whether it 
may alter other vital qualities of their 
nature remains to be seen.—London 
Graphic.

It Is more agreeable 
than chloride of lime, as that leaves such 
a sickening odor many people cannot use 
it. If you have any rat holes In the cellar, 
just place some copperas dry around them, 
and you will fmd tho rots will leave, l^ 
burns their feet.

mastication, which it calls "Salivary 
Iudigc«tiou." 


Attbeoutaet oar attention u called 


to the fact that accurate knowledge on 
tbe subject was for a time actually ob- 
•oured by au important diaoovcry. 
Lencha, about 60 years ago, fooiid that 
aaliva couvert* starch iuto sugar. Tc 
thia fact indeed ita value is due, since 
the gastric juice will not digest starch 
directly. But eiuce the saliva will uot 
act upon starch thus when rendered 
acid it was at ouce concluded that it 
could have no useful digestive qualities, 
since the food remained such a short 
time in the mouth aud the gastric juice 
of the stomach is powerfully acid. Re- 
cent investigations have shown, how- 
ever, that at the beginning of digestion 
the fluid contains no free acid, and that 
the digestive power of saliva goes on in- 
creasing till its alkaline qualities are 
actually neutralized- Hence it has half 
an hour or so to act—ample time for its 
purpose. The article goes ou to say: 


"During tbe half or three-quarters of 


au hour which intervenes .between the 
swallowing of the food and the produc- 
tion of a degree of acidity sufficient to 
prevent the action upon tbe starch 
through tlie appearance of free hydro- 
chloric acid very active couversiou of 
starch is taking place. If the food has 
been thoroughly masticated, so tbat it 
ia broken up into fine particles, thus also 
insuring au admixture of au abundant 
quantity of saliva, the great share of the 
starch elements of the food will be ren- 
dered soluble by conversion into des 
trin, even if not completely converted 
into sugar, thus setting free the nitrog- 
enous elements which may be acted 
upon by the gastric juice in their turu. 


"It must not be forgotten also that 


the saliva is the most active peptogeu— 
that is, the presence of saliva in the 
stomach, iu connection with tbe food, 
stimulates glandular activity on the part 
of the stomach, whereby au active und 
abundant supply of gastric juice is pro- 
duced. 


"Another cause of salivary indigestion 


which we should mention is tho abun- 
dant use of sweets. In order that the 
saliva shall exercise its properties ef- 
ficiently it is necessary that it should 
act in a suitable medium. A tempera- 
ture of 100 degrees and an alkaliue or 
neutral reaction are necessary for prompt 
and vigorous action on the part of the 
saliva upou the farinaceous elements of 
food. A low temperature hinders this 
action and acidity'stops it altogether. 
The presence of a large amount of sugar 
also hinders tlie action of the saliva. 
"It is thus evident that the copious 


drinking of cold water, or the taking of 
iced foods in connection with meals, is 
a means of producing salivary indiges- 
tion. The free use oi strusig acids, such 
aa vinegar, in connection with cereal 
foods, is equally objectionable. Nothing 
could be more absurd than the combina- 
tion of strong acids with vegetable ele- 
ments, as in pickles. This is probably 
the reason \x hy so uumy i>ersons find 
themselves unable to use acid fruits 
without fermentation. The acidity may 
be sufficient to neutralize the action of 
the saliva upon the starch. 


"Evidently it is uot only psycholog- 


ically absurd v) add sugar to farinaceous 
foods, since tlie starch, wbico composes 
jsjy^ijnjf jKo weight dt th».is« foods, is all 
converted into sugar in the process of 
digestion, but the practice is also highly 
injurious, since it prevents the normal 
action of the saliva upon the starch. In 
Hiig way sugar, preserves, sweet sauces, 
confectionery, ice cream, cakes and oth- 
er sweets are iu the highest degree con- 
dncite to salivary indigestion. The con- 
sequences of salivary indigestion are: 
Acid fermentations, heartburn, stomach ! 
and intestinal colic, dilation of the 
ttoojach, catarrh of the stomach and 
many evil effects arising from these con- 
ditions. 
"The remedy for saliv;iry indigestion 


consist* »» prohibiting sweets, ices uud 
goft foods and requiring patients to 
masticate thoroughly every particle of 
food sxvujtowed. In many casf^ it is well 
to aid tbe process of salivary digestion 
by exposing the cereal food substances 
to the prolonged action of be»t, thereby 
converting tho starch into dextrin, ren- 
dering it more readily soluble, tttid heuco 
more readily acted upou by tly saliva, 
Granola audswieb«ck are invaluable ar- 
ticles of food for use in cases of this sort- 
The malt preparations are useful as pal- 
liatives in some cases, but it should be 
remembered tbat it is wrong to becomo 
dependent upon uyy artificial digestive 
agent"

N. J. Tbe party -.va* originally planned 
for tlio purpuM) of taking General and 
Mrs. Uruut to **u "Our American Coua- 
iu" at Ford's theater, aud when Gram 
bad decided to leave Washington he (tlie 
president) ujtd "felt incliuwl to give up 
the whole thing, "but its it bad been 
announced iu the morning papers that 
thi* distiuguialied iiarty would go to the 
theater tliat night Mrs. Lincolu had 
rather insisted that they ought to go in 
order tbat the expectant public should 
not be wholly disappointed. 


On my way home I met Schuyler Col- 


fax, who was about leaving for Cali- 
fornia, and who tarried with me on the 
sidewalk a little while, talking about 
the trip and the people whom I knew 
in San Francisco and Sacruuu-uto that 
he wished to meet 
Mr. Lincoln had 


often talked with me about the possibil- 
ities of his eventually taking up his res- 
idence in California after his term of 
office should beo\er. He tlionght.be 
said, that that country would afford 
better opportunities for his two boys 
than anv of tho older states, and wben 
he heard that Colfax was going to Cali- 
fornia he was greatly interested in his 
trip and said that he hoped that Colfas 
would bring him back a good report of 
what his keen and practiced observation 
would note in the conutry which he 
(Colfas) was about to see for the first 
time. 


Tbe evening being inclement, I staid 


within doors to nurse a violent cold with 
which I was afflicted, aud my roommate, 
McA., :ind I \vhiled away the time 
chatting and playing cards. About half 
past JO our attention was attracted to 
the frequent galloping of cavalry or the 
mounted patrol past the bouse which 
we occupied ou New York avenue, near 
tho state department building.

in the west, while Hungarian >s general- 
ly preferred at the east. Common mil- 
let is the earliest of tho three and may 
be recognized by its green, slender, nod- 
ding head, which is open or "ragged" 
at the bast), while the dark purpl" head 
of Hungarian is compact and nearly up- 
right. German millet has a large, rough 
head, with coarse htems, generally but 
one frqip each root The seeds of Hun- 
garian are easily recognized by their 
mixed color. Many of the grains— the 
more tho better — are dark purple, win IP 
there are always piv>eut more or le.-* 
yellow seeds, due chic-fly to imperfect 
ripening. 


Common and German millet both 


have yellow seeds, but the se«3d of first 
class southern grown German millet it. 
smaller and plumper than that of com- 
mon millet and generally has a coppery 
tinge, which has sometimes given it the 
name of "golden" millet 
When this 


southern seed is planted in the noi tii and 
west, it often fails to ripen thoroughly 
and tends to become oval in shajie in- 
stead of round, so that it much resembles 
common millet. 
On this account some 


have supposed all common millet, to be 
degenerated German millet, and it is 
getting to lv a practice with some seeds 
men to substitute, intentionally or oth- 
erwise, the cheaper and generally less 
desirable common millet for the Ger- 
man variety. 


Professor Crozit-r, writing from the 


Michigan agiu-ultural college to Ameri- 
can Agriculturist, says: 


Out of a I samples obtained this year 


under the tmiuo ''German millet" five 
were puroeouimon millet and four mix- 
ed with that variety. The latter variety 
is the bes-t for thin soils, or late sowing, 
or for early sowing to be followed by 
fall crops, but on good laud where the 
full season can be given it, by far the 
largest yield of hay will be produced by 
the German millet. Our common millet 
lafet year, sown June 2, and cut for hay 
Aug. 3, yielded 1 ^ tons per acre. Ger- 
man millet MJWII tiic same time was not 
ready to rut until Soi-t. u), mid aver- 
aged nearly 3'^ tons per acre.
